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REMARKS 

In the May 19, 2004 Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 1-11 and 32-34 and 
rejected claims 12-31. Applicant has canceled claims 12-31, without conceding the associated 
rejections and without prejudice to the filing of one or more related applications containing the 
claimed subject matter. After entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 1-11 and 32-34 (2 
independent claims; 14 total claims) remain pending in this application. Reconsideration is 
respectfully requested. 

In an effort to expedite allowance of this case, Applicant has cancelled claims 12-31, 
without prejudice or disclaimer. In the May 19, 2004 Office Action, the Examiner indicated that 
claims 1-11 and 32-34 are allowable. 
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CONCLUSION 



In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully submits that all of the pending claims 
fully comply with 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 and are allowable over the prior art of record.
